Hello  Boys  end  Girls?    Lvery'bcdv  reedy  for  the  "bedtime  story? 
Our  story  tonight  is  considered  e  very  important  one.     It  is  the 
story  of  the  glorious  class  of  1C27S  Bay  Path  Institute,  of  which  I 
rra  a  member. 

Once  upon  s  time  y  to  "be  specific*  on  September  1,  1925,  the 
teachers  end  students  in  the  other  dppartments  of  Bay  Path  Institute, 
particularly  the  seniors,  gazed  with  awe  and  wonder  into  the  room 
called  the  Junior  Room.     V/hat  did  they  see?    v/hy  children,  there  sat 
90  dignified  Juniors,  the  very  bumps  of  knowledge  bulging  from  their 
cra.niums.     This  was  the  beginning  of  the  class  of  1927. 

A  few  days  after  the  opening  of  school  Hiss  Straus,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Senior  Class,  offered  us  the  assistance  of  the  Seniors, 
and  invited  us  to  a  get-acquainted  lawn  party  to  be  held  st  Mr.  Hun- 
ford's  home.     Needless  to  say,  all  Juniors  were   there.    At  this 
party  a  Junior  named  Flanders  distinguished  himself  by  obtaining 
the  largest  number  of  Seniors*  names  in  five  minutes,  while  c  very 
timid  little  Junior  named  Prances  Conz  won  the  consolation  prize 
for  getting  the  smallest  number.

At  about  this  time  there  was  formed  in  a  ircnt  corner  of  the 
Junior  room  a  very  unusual  organization,  composed  of  fourteen  young 
lad  ie  s ,  unusual  because  they  were  so  very  quiet,     ITever  a  sound 
came  from  this  group  to  disturb  Mr.  Derby  while  he  was  conducting 
a  recitation.     Never  did  he  find  it  necessary  to  send  s  member  of 
this  group  from  the  room  for  ill-behavior,  and  if  Irene  Hash  con- 
ducted an  occasional  concert,  accompanied  by  "Dinkie"  Kaher  on  a 
tin  lunch,  box,  for  the  private  edification  of  ;,Arae  n  Corner,  (so 
named  by  &r  Hunford)  the  strains  of  music  seemed  not  to  rea.ch  the 
ars  of  Mr.  Derby.    Ah,  Children,  this  was  truly  a  model  group.'  You 
would  do  well  to  follow  their  noble  example  I 

Timepassed  quickly  and  soon  it  was  time  for  Christmas  vacation, 
which  seemed  all  too  short  for  the  Junior  class. 


A  littlewhile  after  Christmas  the  class  was  gieved  to  hear 
tha.t  Mr,  Munford  was  forced  to  leave  school  for  an  indefinite  period 
of  time.     To  make  a_  lon/r  story  short.  Mr.  Speer  took  up  bis  classes 
and  labored  faithfully  to  help  us  prepare  for  some  of  the  most 
anxious  moments  of  our  livsv  those  epnt  in  taking  the  Gregg  examina- 
tion.    Gregg  examination  gives  one        thrill  that  come  once  in  a 
lifetime,11  and  I  don't  believe  anyone  will  ever  forget  the  general 
sigh  of  re- 


lief  when  the  examination  was  completed. 


The  Junior-Senior  debate,  on  the  subject  "Resolved  that  the 
Government  shall  have  control  of  the  Anthracite  coal  mines, :l  re- 
sulted in  a  victory  for  the  Juniors,  who  upheld  the  negative  side. 
Ruth  Gometz,  Norma  She infine  and  Kenneth  Taylor  represented  the 
Juniors . 

The  next  point  of  interest  was  the  Penmanship  test.  Despite 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Dudley's  ire  was  aroused  "by  our  abominable  scrib- 
bling, we  are  happy  to  report  that  most  of  the  class  passed  the 
Palmer  Company's  requirements  and  received  certificates. 

The  Junior  Prom,  given  on  June  4,  1927,  was  a  huge  success, 
a  never  to  be  forgotten  event,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Miss  HcGinn, 
the  Junior  faculty  advisor,  and  the  Hisses  Gometz,  Bell,  ilonacella, 
Isham  and  McLaehlin,  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  affair. 

The  play  given  as  the  Junior's  contribution  to  the  Spring  Carni- 
val, featured  two  present  members  of  the  class,  Jean  Randall  and  Edna 
Siipola,  as  well  as  two  who  have  since  left  us,  Alice  McParlane  and 
Catherine  JMorthrup. 

Reunion  festivities  marked  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Unsus- 
pected talent  was  discovered  among  the  members  of  our  class  by  the 
committee,  composed  of  the  Hisses  Sheiniine,  Bowler  and  Xotlcin. 
The  great  song  hit  entitled  "Ily  Mamma  Gave  He  a  Fenny, ;i  as  featured 
by  Eva  Sacchi  and  Fanton  Lyon,  as  well  as  the  naturally  childish 
actions  of  Hilda  Isham,   !;  Sonny :;  Butler,  Prances  Cons,  Norma  Shein- 
fine,  Mary  Markus,  Inez  Stoeckert,  Ted  Connell  and  John  Marshall  are 
doubtless  remembered  by  all  of  you. 


After  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  for  the  new  Bay  Path  "build- 
ing, we  felt  that  the  year's  work  had  been  properly  completed, 
especially  since  we  had  deposited  in  the  cornerstone  the  scroll  bear 
ing  the  names  of  the  class  of  1927. 

Looking  back  over  our  Junior  Year,  two  instances  of  historical 
importance  stand  out?   one  illustrating  the  fact  that  our  Salesmanshi 
teacher  occasionally  made  false  statements.    Mr.  "Viggin  repeatedly 
made  this  statement,  "There  is  no  psychological  moment i"  ITow  as  any 
member  of  the  class  of  1927  can  tell  you,  this  was  an  erroneous 
statement,  for  as  the  very  words  issued  from  his  lips,  the  psycho  log 
ical  moment  was  sure  to  arrive  for  some  poor  unfortunate,  and 
Mr.  Wiggins'  next  words  whould  be  "Report  at  Mrs.  Bliss's  office:" 

The  second  instance  bares  to  the  world  the  interesting  informa- 
tion that  once  upon  a  time  one  of  us  received  a  dot  from  Mr,  Derby. 
The  occasion  was  this.     Economics  class  was  in  full  swing  and 
Mr.  Derby,  discussing  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  investigations 
and  experiments  of  various  scientists,  suddenly  asked,  "What  man  of 
our  own  times  has  done  much  work  of  benefit  to  the  world  in  the  way 
of  developing  new  fruits,  Miss  Maher?"     "Dinkie"  rose  to  answer,  and 
hearing  an  absorbed  student  near  by  whisper  to  herself,  "Luther  Bur- 
bank,"  she  sweetly  replied,   "Douglas  Fairbanks!"  Mr.  Derby,  pleased 
with  her  prompt  reply,  "Luther  Burbank--very  good,  Miss  Maher I"  and 
forthwith  placed  a  dot  on  Miss  Maher* s  card. 

On  September  1,   1926  we  came  back  to  school,  conscious  of  the 
duties  of  our  position  as  Seniors,  and  eager  to  greet  one  another  af 
ter  the  summer  vacation. 


It  took  us  a  few  days  to  become  accustomed  to  our  new  quarters 


in  the  "Annex"  and  we  were  Borry  that  Mr.  Derby  would  be  with  ua  for 
only  one  half-hour  period  c  day.*    However,  we  were  pleased  to  find 
that  Wt*  UunforeJ  was  to  be  our  room  teacher  and  faculty  advisor.  At 
this  tine  we  were  pleased  to  welcome  es  members  of  our  class , 
Iluriel  Smith,  Angel  in  e  potash  and  Justin  McAuliffe* 

Cur  first  official  act  as  Seniors  was  to  elect  class  officers, 
penn  Kinacci  was  unanimously  elected  president,  Viola  Beauchemin 
Vice-president,  prances  Bell  Secretary  and  after  balloting  five 
times  for  Treasurer,  with  Hose  Monaeella  and  Don  Williams  tied  each 
time,  we  decided  that  we  needed  two  treasurers  anyway,  and  Rose  and 
Don  were  elected  Associate  Treasurers.    At  e  later  date  Hiss  Siipola 
was  elected  to  fill  the  position  of  Secretary,  left  vacant  when  KiBS 
Bell  left  school. 

Columbus  Day  weekend  was  moving  day  at  Bay  Path  Institute  and 
when  v. e  came  back  from  our  unusually  long  weekend  it  was  to  scram- 
ble madly  for  choice  seats  in  the  Stnior  room  in  the  new  euilding. 

The  Normal  class  of  1927  had  the  pleasure  of  giving  the  first 
party  to  be  given  in  the  new  building.     The  committees,  under  the 
direction  of  Rose  Monacella,   chairman  of  the  Decorating  committee, 
Norma  Sheinfine,   chairman  of  the  Reception  Committee,  Marion 
Kebert,   chairman  of  the  Program  Committee,  Agnes  Hackett,  chairman 
of  the  Refreshment  Committee  and  Genevieve  HcLachlin,  chairman  of 
the  Music  Committee,  devoted,  much  time  and  effort  to  the  prepara- 
tion, and  the  party  was  a  grea-  success. 


Y/intcr  brough  a  new  activity  to  the  Senior  class.  Both  boys 
and  girls  organized  basketball  teams  and  though  they  did  not  beat 
the  record  of  our  wonderful  school  teem,  the  members  of  both  teams 


Played  nobly  for  the  glory  of  their  class. 


Under  the  direction  of  Norma  Sheinfine,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, the  senior  girls  worked  early  and  late,  making  maroon  and 
yellow  paper  chrysanthymuma  to  sell  to  rooters  at  the  first  big 
school  basketball  game.
